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1. The Third Anarchist National Congress was held on 23 ~ 25 April 1949 
at. Leghorn in the "Enrico Lalatesta" headquarters of the Party at 
Phazza II Mageio. About 150 persons attended from the various 
Anarchist centers in Italy, chiefly Ancona, Vassa Mertens Piombino 
and Leghorn, 


2. It is reported that on the last day about 30 delegates discussed 
relations to be maintained with the PCI (Partito Comunista Italiano ~ 
Italian Communist Party) and decided that the Anarchists would 
support the Communists oniy in street actions of a seditious nature, 
independently of the causes which may have provoked the outbreak, —
